1. In view of the action of the management of said hotel, the Dakota 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, expresses its 
most positive disapproval of this shameful and uncalled for treatment 
of one of the most talented ministers of our church, who is employing 
his splendid gifts in the interests of the education of V)oth white and 
colored citizens of the Southern States. 

2. We are astonished that such an unjustifiable insult could possibly 
be offered to a Christian gentleman. We take it as an insult to this 
Annual Conference, to the Church we represent and to the millions of 
our fellow-countrymen of African descent and to the intelligent dignity 
of American manhood. 

8. Said action is also in violation of the Constitution and Laws of the 
United States. W> are sure the large audience who heard the eloipient 
address of Dr. Mason in this church, will condemn and rebuke the 
spirit which promised this uncallo'd for indignity offered to one of our 
most distinguished representatives.

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REPORTS OF PRESIDING ELDERS. 



ABERDEEN DISTRICT. 

E. P. HALL, Presidinjf Elder. 

In harmony with the custom of later years, I present the annual 
report for the District I have been called to serve. Let us remember 
in passing the results that are seen and measured and understood com- 
prise but a small part of the years’ work. The most potent and far- 
reaching service has been without «]uestion unseen and unnoted. 

Subtle and X)ervasive influences which have quickened the intellect, 
moulded character, and shaped destiny can not be described or inven- 
toried.

in our mutual work as laborers together with God. 



HURON DISTRICT.

Huron District was jdaced in my care at adjournment of last Con- 
ference with twenty-two charges indicated, two of which, Cavour and 
Lebanon, were left to be sui)plied. A. C. Bevers was i)laced in charge 
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at Cavour, and financial reasons made it expedient to rejoin Lebanon 
with Gettysburg. 

The following changes in personnel and pastorates have occurred dur- 
ing the year: On February 16, from Asbury Hospital, Minneapolis, 

after much patient suffering. Brother Dawson Barker, the faithful and 
beloved pastor of Hitchcock circuit, passd triumphantly to his eternal 
reward. E. E. Saxton of Onida was ajipointed pastor of this bereaved 
people, and has done his work with earnestness and success. George 
W. Escher from Iowa succeeded Brother Saxton at Onida. At the third 
quarterly meeting at Highmore, J. J. Ramsey asked release from his 
charge that he might remove to Nebraska. His request was granted, 
and C. G. Paulson of Dakota University, class of 1900, has since accep- 
tably occupied the field and is asked to return. In August, F. J. Long, 
supply at Okobojo, was obliged to leave on account of ill health, and 
his people voted him a vacation to the end of the Conference year, pro- 
viding for his salary in full. He is now in Oregon, whence comes news 
of improved health and activity in the Master’s service. G. L. Granger 
closed his work on the Blunt circuit, August 20, and has entered Gar- 
rett Biblical Institute. W. J. Calfee bade adieu to his loyal people at 
Huron, October 3, and with his family has removed to York, Nebraska. 
He has been transferred to the Nebraska Conference and has been 
appointed Conference Evangelist. George F. Sheldon, local preacher, 
has supplied at St. Lawrence during the summer. 

Some items of property improvement may be noted: Miller and 
Okobjo each a new parsonage : Faulkton new church pews at a cost of 
S350. and lots purchased for parsonuge : Pierre a new furnace : Blunt and 
Wessington each interior church improvements, the latter also a new 
tower and bell : Burdette, Wessington Springs, Esmond and Redfield, 
minor improvements. Church building throughout the District is at 
a standstill for lack of funds. At Lebanon the work is greatly embar- 
rassed through the inability of the church to carry forward the build- 
ing enterprise begun last year with the expectation that a gift of $250 
and a loan of the same amount could be secured from the Church Ex- 
tension Society. At Shiloh conditions somewhat similar prevail. 

REVIVAL MEETINGS have been held on every charge. At Wes- 
sington Springs, Iroquois, and on Winthrop circuit tabernacle meetings 
have been held with good success. Every church on the district reports 
conversions and accessions, perhaps the greatest relatively being at 
Pierre, Winthrop circuit, Okobojo, Onida, Wessington Springs and 
Iroquois. The State Holiness campmeetng was held a tHuron, June 22- 
July 3. The Conference Epworth League held its second annual assem- 
blv at Ashland Park, Huron, July 24-31, and it was a genuine success 
from the start. 

Two splendid ministerial meetings have been held, and one very 
successful sub-district Epworth League conventon on Winthrop circuit' 
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Three large counties within Huron District including seven charges 
have suffered total failure of crops. Neither bread nor seed have been 
harvested, and in many cases no garden produce whatever. In two or 
three other counties, what i)romised to be a small crojj has since been 
spoiled by the later heavy and persistent rains. This condition of 
drought in early summer and flood in early fall has, I fear, seriously 
affected our benovolences. 

In concluding this report, I would express my appreciation of 
the heroic spirit manifested throughout Huron District in carrying 
forward the work of the Kingdom, and of gratitude to God for His mani- 
fold blessings upon us all. 



MITCHELL DISTRICT.

The spirit of the Twentieth Century Forward Movement has swept 
over Mitchell District this year, enabling us to report an advance on 
all lines. God has graciosly spared the lives of all the Brethren appoin- 
ted to charges on this field, and all with a single exception, have re- 
mained at their posts. One brother, who was supplying the work at 
Parkston, left at the close of the third quarter. His place was immedi- 
ately filled by a most faithful minister who becomes a member of our 
Conference this year. 

The Brethren and their families have, as a rule enjoyed exception- 
ally good health. Death has visited but one home among us, that of 
Rev. William Underwood. His devoted wife, who had been an invalid 
for some time, was translated in early winter. She was fully ready for 
the great change. 

DAKOTA UNIVERSITY. With genuine satisfaction we record 
the fact that the last year of our Conference School has been far and 
away the most prosperous in its history. The enrollment reached 358, 
placing this institution second to the State University in attendance. 
Forty-four communties were represented. More wonderful still, current 
receipts met all exjjenses. The new year opens uj) with an increased 
attendance, making the demand for a new building most pressing. 
You will be glad to know, my Brethren, that this school has become a 
center of righteous influence and of revival power. Its Christian associa- 
tions are the strongest in the state. 

THE ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE still has for its Superintendent in 
our state, our loved Brother, A. E. Carhart, and this has been his best 
year in that work. 
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REMARKABLE REVIVALS have been held during the year, 
notably, on the Plankinton, White Lake, Chamberlain, Alexandria , 
Ethan, Bridgewater and Salem charges, resulting in several hundred 
conversions. Very blessed results were obtained at other points where 
special meetings were held. The great camp meeting held near Alex- 
andria resulted in over one hundred conversions. The student move- 
ment in our College added fully 60 to the list of saved. 

OUR SUNDAY SCHOOLS have had a xjrosi)erous year all over the 
District. 

EPWORTH LEAGUE -This department of our Church has Vjy no 
means been neglected. Nearly every League on the District has been 
revived, new interest manifested in the cause of Missions and much 
definite w^ork accomplished. 

THE WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY has done 
faithful work. Miss Wilma Rouse, recently from China, who visited 
several centers in the interest of the organization, proved a benediction 
to us all, and created a new interest in all the benevolences. 

OUR MINISTERIAL ASSOCIATIONS were seasons of great profit 
and were well attended. The ^themes discussed were of absorbing ir- 
terest to the Church. 

Our District Epworth League Convention gave us a well officered 
organization, and new courage to our workers. 

We report tw^o new Churches, one at Delmont., costing about 81600, 
and one at Dudley on the Plankinton charge, valued at 81800. Both 
of these attractive houses of worship were dedicated substantially free 
of debt. 

A large subscription of over 81,000 has been secured for a new 
church at Chamberlain. 

A new parsonage worth about 82,000 has been completed at Salem. 
Subscriptions for parsonages have been secured at Alexandria and 
Canistota. Our Church and parsonage properties have been im^iroved 
by j)ainting, remodeling, or refurnishing at Mt. Vernon, Geddes, 
Parkston, Ethan, White Lake, Bridgewater, Mitchell and Tyndall. Two 
embarrassing church debts have been fully paid. The great debt on 
the Bridgewater church and the long standing debt on our Castalia 
church, which has not only been freed from debt, but moved and located 
on a beautiful site in the new railroad town of Platte. 

On benevolent lines the Brethren have done most faithful work, but 
the showing will not be all that we hoped. The era of improvement has 
in a sense, sidetracked the great benevolences. 

Without exception, the Brethren have been true to their Master’s 
interests, tireless workers and have cheerfully co-operated with me in 
every undertaking.

Brother Preachers and Co-workers in the Kingdom of God: 

It is with deep thankfulness and feelings of gratitude to the Good 
Father that we recognize in this the crowning year of the nineteenth 
century a crowning year also in the history of our District. 

Every benevolence save General Conference Exj)enses and Children’s 
Day Fund shows a substantial increase. The total gain in the 
regular benevolences this year is $1,227. The total amount raised is 
$4,76.3. Add to this the amount paid for new churches and parsonages, 
the amount paid on old indebtedness, the seven thousand dollars be- 
queathed by Brother William Butler to the Missionary cause, and the 
$4,000 raised for the Epworth League Assembly grounds at Canton and 
you will have a grand total of over $2.3,700 raised for benevolent purposes 
on the District this year. 

We have 407 probationers, which is an increase of 208 over last year. 
It ought to be 2,008. 

We report 4,022 Sunday Schools scholars, which is a gain of 409 over 
last year. We are glad also to be able to report a gain in ministerial 
support of $1,489. 

The District has been divided into sub-districts and the men 
have been banded together into groups of workers for two campaigns. 
It was designed to visit every charge and every j)reaching place if pos- 
sible. The first campaign was assigned to be educational principally 
and the second evangelical. This organization is to be maintained for 
like purposes in the future. 

While we are thankful to God for his many blessings on all lines of 
our work, we are especially hopeful and thankful on account of our 
splendid Epworth League Assembly grounds. Fourteen acres of fine 
natural grove, large trees and green sward, within four blocks of the 
depot. An abundance of the purest water, and above all, on the river 
bank where there are ten miles of navigable water as beautiful and 
placid as a poet’s dream. These natural advantages are all that could 
be desired. 
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It is our purpose to erect an Auditorium that will seat three thou- 
sand people and have it ready for the first assembly next July. 

It is our purpose also to brings to this assembly the best talent in 
the country and so ^ive to the Epworth Leaguers of our District and 
all others who may come a spiritual, social and intellectual uplift, 
gracious, splendid, immeasurable. 

We also expect to use the grounds for campmeeting purposes, along 
Pentecostal, fire and Holy Ghost lines, and thus make this in the truest 
New Testament sense the “large ui)per room” of the District,. 

We desire to found and maintain this enteri)rise ujjon the whole 
word of *God as a witness in this age that the Bible is true and the 
gosjjel of Christ is still the power of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth.

To the Bishop and Members of Dakota Conference : 

Dear Brethren. It is with profound gratitude to our Heavenly 
Father that I present my second report as Presiding Elder of the 
Watertown District. 

The District as a whole has enjoyed a year of prosperity. While all 
that we had hoj)ed for has not been realized, still we have great reasons 
to thank God for what He has been able to accomplish through the 
agencies at command. 

REVIVALS. -Revivals were held on many of the charges with 
varying results. The most remarkable of these meetings was at Clear 
Lake. This resulted in many accessions to the church. The Milbank 
church was very much quickened and increased in numbers as a result 
of the special efforts. 

Good meetings were held at Lake Preston, Lily, Bristol, Kampeska, 
Wilniot, Sisseton, White Rock, White, Garden City, Castlew'ood and 
Watertown. In every meeting souls came out for God. 

CHURCHES AND PARSONAGES.— As a result of the revival, at 
Lily, Brother H. F. Knight inspired the peojjle to build a neat church. 
The church at Bradley has been painted and otherwise improved. At 
Big Stone improvements in the shape of new pews and pulpit have been 
made. The spire on the Castlewood church has been rebuilt. Garden 
City and Aurora churches have received coats of paint, while the one 
at Henry has received internal adornment. 

Lots have been purchased at Clark. It is the design to either move 
!^he present building to this more central location or erect a new and 
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more modern structure. New carpets have been put into the church at 
Webster. 

The lecture room at Watertown has been recarpeted and new chairs 
put in by the Epworth League. One hundred hymnals have also been 
purchased by the League. If others have improved their churches, I 
have received no reports. 

A beautiful new parsonage has been erected at Clear Lake. This is 
at valued at $1,500. Big Stone and Webster have purchased parsonages 
reasonable figures. The one at Watertown has been thoroughly renovated. 

CHURCH DEBTS.— Clear Lake has provided for the Church Exten- 
sion debt. Big Stone City has also relieved herself of a $400 burden. 
Bradley has paid off the last dollar on her church building. Webster 
closes the year free from debt. 

EPWORTH LEAGUES. — This most excellent young people’s soci- 
ety is maintained on many of the charges. We have a few, however, 
that have not the disposition or the material out of which to organize 
working chapters. Many of the societies are doing excellent work. 
Others seem to exist merely, showing but little spiritual life. 

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. — It is with pleasure that I am able to report 
the Sunday School work in a prosperous condition. We have some 
union schools doing union grade of work. May the time soon come when 
Methodist Schools shall be found at every Methodist i)reaching point. 
This would enable us to report more Schools and thereby make a better 
showing for the Church. 

BENEVOLENCES. These causes have been presented and in many 
instances responded to very generously. While some charges, because 
of short crops, or lack of skill and enthusiasm on the part of the 
preacher, may not reach the amounts raised last year, there will be an in- 
crease at other points sufficient, I think, to keep the District in its class. 

PERSONNEL. — Brother J. F. Bradley, appointed to Elkton, was 
unable to spend more than about two months on the charge. After 
many weeks of intense suffering he was called home. 

G. E. Webster of Wilmot, was afflicted with severe ailment that 
brought him very near the gates of death. He goes to the West Wis- 
consin Conference, hoping to be benefitted by the change. 

The wife and two children of A. L. Fisher of Big Stone were very 
sick during the summer, but are fully restored. He goes to the Northern 
Minnesota Conference. 

A. D. Dexter, after spending twelve years among us, has transferred 
to the West Wisconsin, the Conference of which he was a member before 
coming to Dakota. 

Henry M. Springer, my predecessor on the District, because of fail- 
ing strength, feels that he must retire from the active work and wishes 
a Superannuated relation.

CHURCH INSURANCE. 

Your Committe present the following? report : That the General 

Conference acted wisely in ordering the organization of our Insurance 
Company has l)een demonstrated by the promptness with which our 
Churches and preachers are availing themselves of the protection 
provided. 

Although the Company is less than a year and a half old over 
Seven Thousand Five Hundred Policies were in force Sept. 1st, aggre- 
gating over Nine Millions of ‘Dollars, with no lossse due and unpaid 
and only one in process of adjustment. The dividend paying point 
had been reached by the close of the first year. In addition to saving 
a large amount annually that would otherwise be paid out by ouri)eople 
for i)olicies in Stock Companies our Company by its easy terms of 
annual payment is already enabling over Three Thousand Churches 
and One Thousand of our preachers to carry protection which was i)rac- 
tically out of reach with the Stock Companies, because of inability to 
meet their terms. 

We agree with the Board of Insurance in stating emphatically that 
it is just as much our duty to insure our churches as it is to build 
them. 

We cordially endorse this important work and urge our preachers to 
do all in their power to get all of our churches in our own Company 
as ST)eedilv as possible.

EDUCATION. 

It affords your Committee great pleasure to be able to make a most 
favorable report concerning our University at Mitchell. Some of the 
evidences of prosperity are : 

First. — Another advance in the attendance of students. The enroll- 
ment last year reached 358, and represents forty-three counties east of 
the Missouri river, which shows that the patronage of this institution 
is by no means local. This enrollment exceeds by 100 that of any other 
denominational school in the state. 

Second. — We are privileged to record that the current expenses 
have been fully met by the income, which attests the careful and 
economical management of its finances. We are reminded, however, 
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that expenses are increasing; from year to year, making demands for 
larger sujjplemental funds. We urge, therefore, that special efforts be 
made to increase the educational collection. The importance of this 
will be seen from the fact that many of the children of Methodist min- 
isters, as well as those of the laity, depend largely for their training 
upon Dakota University. 

Third. We are pleased to record the fact that the Century 
Memorial building project is making fair progress. Mitchell is jmshing 
for the $10,000 to be raised in Davison county. The building is 
greatly needed. Our University is at a great disadvantage for want of 
room. This closing year of the century should materialize the build- 
ing and thus make possible the larger growth and better service desired. 
We urge upon our pastors and people the necessity of giving hearty sup- 
port to every jjlan of the Century Commission in its efforts to secure 
the needed funds for this new building. 

Fourth. — We desire to exjjress our confidence in the ability and in- 
tegrity of Dr. W. I. Graham, the indefatigable President of Dakota 
University, and in the loyalty and efficiency of his associates.

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TEMPERANCE REPORT. 

The organized liquor traffic is justly regarded as one of the greatest 
of all hindrances to the spread of the gospel, both at home and in 
foreign fields. We rejoice that it has been outlawed upon more than 
one-fourth of American soil, and that the hope of its early extinction is 
brightening steadily. Against this traffic the Christian Church ought 
to be solidly arrayed. When the majority of her voters learn to subor- 
dinate party fealty to the cause of righteousness : when apathy upon the 
one hand and inconsiderate zeal upon the other give place to intelligent, 
fraternal, progressive determination among Christian voters the final 
triumph of the Church over the legalized saloon will be near at hand. 

This Conference wishes to put itself upon record as opi)osed to the 
shameful perversion of the anti-canteen law: the cultivation of drunken- 
ness and unspeakable vices by public officials and army officers even 
under the eyes of our nation’s wards; and*the action of the last legisla- 
ture in this state in refusing to enact a dispensary law. 

Heartily appreciating and praising the services of every organiza- 
tion that has promoted temperance reform, we especially commend the 
position of the Anti-Saloon League, which avails itself of every agency, 
political or otherwise, that has ever advanced the cause. 

We recommend to our Churches that they seek to co-operate with 
the League in its endeavors to promote the following features of applied 
Christianity : 

1. Systematic, courteous agitation for temperance reform. 

2. The adaptation of endeavors to local conditions. 

.3. Efforts to secure the nomination and election of worthy and 
efficient public servants. 

4. Efforts to advance legislation steadily and as rapidly as possible 
until the highest ideal has been achieved. 

5. Insisting that our laws must be honestly enforced. 

6. Systematic endeavors to pledge all the people to total aVistinence. 

7. The encouragement of union temjjerance movements among all 
the Churches of every community. 

8. The development of the Voter’s Union. 

The liquor power having confessed that the retention of the dispen- 
sary will be a death blow to their business we recommend to our i)eoxde 
that they vote “NO” upon the proposition to rei^eal Article XXVII. 
of the state constitution.

REPORT OF TWENTIETH CENTURY COMMISSION. 

At the last session of Conference you entrusted to us the raising 
of S25,000 in the bounds of the Conference for Century Memorial Hall, 
a new building for Dakota University. Two meetings have been held. 
One at Salem, December 0, 1899, a second at Huron, April 4, 1900. An 
organization was effected in accordance with the plan provided by the 
Conference. It has seemed impossible to secure the services of a suit- 
able Corresponding Secretary to employ all his time in the field. Presi- 
dent Graham was made Acting Secretary and has served in that capacity 
as far as his duties at the University would allow. 

The following was adopted at the Huron meeting : 

1. That the 825,000 to be raised in the Conference outside of Davi- 
son County be apportioned to the Districts per capita of membership. 
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2. That each District plan to raise its aijportionment, by cash and 
subscrixition. 

3. That, beginning with the third quarter, one Sabbath be given 
on each charge, to the building fund for the University, under the 
supervision of the Presiding Elder. 

4. That a jiersonal canvass iirecede and follow the Sabbath services, 
in order to secure the full ajiportionment, where necessary. 

5. That each District Committee in its estimate of the several 
charges, consider the financial ability, as well as numerical strength. 

6. That the Epworth Leagues be recjuested to raise at least $1 iier 
member for this fund and that the President of the Conference League 
formulate a plan for raising this amount. 

7. That the Sunday Schools be requested to devote one Sunday an- 
nually for the next three years, to this building enterprise. 

8. That the jiroposed building enterprise be not Viegun until at 
least §10,000 on good, reliable subscription, outside of Mitchell and 
Davison County, be secured. 

9. That the conditions of payimmt of all subscriptions be as fol- 
lows: One-third when §10, (KK) is suV)scribed, one-third when building 

is enclosed, and one-third when the building is complete. 

10. That President Graham, C. E. Hager and T. H. Youngman 
prepare subscrijjtion cards or pajjers for use in the coming campaign, 
which shall contain comi)act and important information with reference 
to the College, its needs, etc., for circulation among the people. 

Early in the year it became quite ax)parent that nearly every charge 
was making special efforts, requiring money, and it was thought best 
to let the principal effort be in the direction of develoijing sentiment 
in favor of the Century movement for the University. The Presiding 
Elders have done much in this particular. President Graham has visi- 
ted many charges and finds a growing interest, and he feels assured 
that the Church will liberally respond when the direct call comes. 
Mitchell has raised about §(),(XX) and will surely reach the §10,000 asked. 

This enterprise must be jmshed and the hearty co-operation of every 
pastor is earnestly requested. 

We recommend the Commission for the coming year and that the 
same plan of organization of the territory be continued. A suitable 
man for Corresponding Secretary should be secured at as early a date as 
possible. The officers of the Commission are T. H. Youngman, Presi- 
dent ; J. P. Jenkins, Secretary; R. N. Kratz, Treasurer: W. I. Graham, 
Acting Corresponding Secretary. Let there be a united effort for our 
University.

POINTERS. 

1. Examiners are expected as far as desirable to assist students in 
their work. Students should report progress and i)ursue studies under 
general directions of Examiners. No student will be i)ermitted to take 
any examinations in advance of the year until all the work of the year 
has been completed. 

2. At least one-half of the studies are required at the third year 
examination. All syllabi, sermon and essay work should be presented 
at that time. 

.3. Examiners and students should read in Discipline, Appendix 
5(5-60, also in Conference Minutes, “Plans and Rules for Examinations. ” 

4. Requirements for syllabi should be presented to students as 
early as February 1st of each year. 

5. The Registrar should receive ])rompt re])orts from Examiners of 
all studies presented, grading on a scale of 100 all pai)ers, syllabi, ser- 
mons and essays. 

6. Each student should remit an examination fee of One Dollar to 
the Registrar before the time of Mid-year Examinations. 

In order to secure a more systematic and efficient supervision of the 
Conference Courses of Study, and examinations thereon, the plans and 
methods below given shall be followed, subje(!t to revision and amend- 
ment by order of the Conference. 
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1. BOARD OF EXAMINERS. 

The Board of Examiners of the Dakota Conference shall consist of 
twelve members, who shall be nominated by the I Cabinet, and api)ointed 
by the jiresiding: Bishop. 

The Board shall be divided into four classes, of three members each, 
whose term of service shall, at the first appointment, be for one, two, 
three, and four years respectively, and thereafter for four successively; 
each Examiner being eligible for successive re-appointment. 

Vacancies occurring during the year may be filled by the Chairman 
of the Board, until the ensuing Annual Conference, when appointments 
shall be made as for full terms. 

All appointments of Examiners are to be made, if possible, as early 
as the third day of each Annual Conference session. 

2. OFFICERS. 

The Board shall organize by electing from its members, annually, 
at its first regular meeting, a Chairman, a Vice-Chairman, and a Secre- 
tary, who shall perform the usual duties of these offices. 

The work of the Secretary shall also include the keeping of a per- 
manent book record of the standing and credits of all candidates sub- 
ject to examination by the Board : and he shall report the same to the 
Conference when required. This record shall also contain the credits 
allowed candidates for work done in our literary and theological .schools. 

.T EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The officers of the Board shall constitute an Executive Committee, 
which shall have authority, under direction of the Board, to select the 
place and fix the date of the mid-year meeting, arrange the literary and 
religious program in connection with the same, and attend to all gen- 
eral matters of business in the intervals between Board meetings. 

4.— REGULAR MEETINGS. 

The Board of Examiners shall hold three regular meetings each 
year, as follows: 

(1) At the .seat of the Annual Conference, before the close of the 
annual session, if possible, or as soon thereafter as i)racticable, for 
the election of officers and the assignment of work for the year. At 
this meeting the various examinations, and other work in connection 
therewith, should be assigned definitely to the several members of the 
Board; a schedule of the studies and subjects in the courses, with the 
names of examiners and the times of examination, should be prepared 
for xmblication in the Conference Minutes, or otherwise, and general 
plans outlined for the mid-year meeting of the Board. 
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(2) A mid-year meeting, to be held in the month of May of each 
year, the session not to continue longer than four days, usually from 
Tuesday to Friday, inclusive; the first two days being devoted mainly 
to special reviews, the last two mainly to examinations. 

All undergraduates and, as far as possible, all candidates for ad- 
mission to the Conference, and all local preachers who are candidates 
for orders, are required to attend this mid-year meeting, unless excused 
from attendance, for adequate cause, by the Chairman of the Board. 

At this meeting, examinations shall be conducted on at least one- 
half of the books or subjects on which examinations are to be con- \ 

ducted during the year. j 

It is expected that special lectures and other literary and religious j 

exercises will be provided in connection with the regular work of the -I 

session, for the enjoyment and profit of all in attendance. | 

In place of the mid -year meeting the Board may, at its option, pro- \ 

vide for mid-year examinations at District meetings. • i 

(3) The Board of Examiners shall also convene at the seat of the ] 

Annual Conference, each year, the day before the Conference session j 

begins, to review and complete the work of the year, and especially to j 

conclude the examination of all candidates in the courses of study re- 
lated to the work of that year. All examinations must be completed 

by the evening of the first day of the Conference session. | 

I 

5.— SYSTEMATIC STUDY. j 

It shall be one duty of the Board to endeavor to secure more sys- ■ 

tematic work among the undergraduates in the four-years’ course of j 

study — a duty not less important than to provide for more careful exam- 
inations. Therefore, as far as is practicable, the examiners shall give 
to the undergraduates and others suggestions and instruction with 
reference to proper and profitable study of the books and subjects in all 
the required courses. 

6.— QUESTIONS AND EXAMINATIONS. 

As a rule, all examinations shall be in writing. 

All candidates in the same class, who are examined at the same 
time, shall be tested by the same questions. 

A list of not fewer than ten questions shall be prepared on each 
book or subject assigned for examination. 

In the case of all candidates for “admission on trial, ” the Board 
is instructed to examine first in the “Elementary English Branches,” 
and if the candidate fails to pass in these with reasonable credit, other 
examinations shall be postponed ; and he shall be required to bring up 
these studies before he is admitted to examination in others. 
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In case of the unavoidable absence from the meetings of the Board 
of any examiner, he shall forward his lists of questions to the chair- 
man, who will arrange for supervision of the examinations. 

7.- SYLLABI AND OTHER PAPERS. 

Candidates are required to make syllabi of the books assigned to 
be read, certifying that they jjrepared them independently, as the result 
of their own reading, not merely following the table of contents. All 
essays, sermons, and syllabi shall be graded, and the grading recorded, 
as in the case of books and subjects to be studied. 

All written work for the year, except such final examinations on 
text-books and subjects, as are reserved for the third meeting of the 
Board, shall be forwarded to the appropriate examiners at least one 
month before the date of the Annual Conference. 

8. GRADES AND GRADING. 

All grades shall be made on a scale of 100; and the minimum grade, 
upon which a candidate in the regular Conference course, or for admis- 
sion on trial, may be x^assed, is seventy per cent on each study or 
subject. 

Candidates for local deacons’ or elders’ orders must reach the grade 
of at least sixty per cent. 

Each examiner shall forward to the Secretary, as soon as jiracti- 
cable after the completion of the examination, the i)apers, certificates, 
and grades of each candidate ; and the Secretary shall file the i)apers, and 
make a permanent record of all grades and credits. 

On receipt of these certificates of grades and credits from the exam- 
iner, the Secretary shall also x^ronixitly notify the candidates in writing 
of the results of their examinations, which notification shall be to the 
candidates an official certificate of their work. 

In case any candidate fails to x^ass in any study or examination, 
the Secretary shall notify the Chairman of the Board, as well as the 
candidate. 

9. APPEALS. 

In case any candidate appeals from the grade markings of any Ex- 
aminer, the Board of Examiners shall investigate the matter, and 
make the final decision thereon. 

All examination x)ax)ers for the preceding year shall be destroyed at 
the close of each session of the Annual Conference ; and no appeal shall 
be entertained thereafter. 

10.— MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS. • 

No candidate shall be entitled to advanced classification who has 
failed to x^ass in two books or subjects to be studied, or three books to 
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be read; or in one to V)e studied and two to be read; or who is delin- 
quent an equivalent amount in other required work ; and no candidate 
shall be entitled to examination in advanced studies until he has 
brought up the work on which he is delinquent. 

11. -FEES. 

To provide for the necessary expense of the Board, an annual fee of 
one dollar shall be required of each candidate for examination. 

The undergraduates of the Conference shall forward this fee to 
the Secretary of the Board, annually, within sixty days of the adjourn- 
ment of Conference. On receipt of the money, the Secretary shall send 
the candidate a certificate which shall entitle him to all the privileges 
and examinations of the Board for the year. 

Candidates for admission on trial, or for local orders, must also 
forward this fee of one dollar before they can be considered eligible for 
examination. At the third meeting of the Board a committee shall be 
appointed to audit the financial accounts of the Secretary. 

12. - FOR ADMISSION OR ORDERS. 

It shall be the duty of the Presiding Elders to report to the Sec- 
retary of the Board as early in the year as jjossible the names of all 
candidates for orders. These will be expected to take their examina- 
tions at the regular meeting of the Board, and should be put in corres- 
pondence with the Secretary, so as to learn the requirements which 
apply to them. 

13. —PUBLICATION. 

A copy of this plan, together with the detailed schedule of studies 
and assignments to examiners, shall be printed from year to year in 
the Conference Minutes, and if thought necessary, the Board may also 
publish the same in jjamphlet form. 

14. — AMENDMENTS. 

The Board of Examiners shall be a permanent committee on the 
revision and amendment of the plans and methods herein presented ; but 
before they become a valid part of the plan, or are used or published 
by the Board, all jjroijosed changes must be accepted by a vote of the 
Conference.

ADDENDA. 

1. -SCHEDULE OF CLASSES. 

The chairman shall arrange schedule of classes, and the hours for 
the meeting of each, to be strictly adhered to, at the Annual Conference 
examination. 
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2.- SEPARATE BUILDING. 

The Board requests that a room, separate from the church in which 
the Conference is held, be provided each year, in which to hold exam- 
inations. 

3. -GRADES FROM CONFERENCES. 

Acceptance of grades from other Conferences shall, in every instance, 
be optional with the Board. A low grade, as a rule, will not be recog- 
nized. 

4.— RECOGNITION CARD. 

At the opening of the Annual Conference examinations, each can- 
didate shall present to the Chairman a certificate from the Registrar of 
standing in the mid-year tests ; also, of fee paid. This shall entitle him 
to a recognition card, signed by the Chairman, to be shown to ea(;h Ex- 
aminer from whom work is desired.

Rev. Francis A. Burdick. 

Rev. Francis A. Burdick was born in Ontario, Canada, in 1852. He 
died of pleuro pneumonia, after a brief illness, in University Place, 
Nebraska, February 19, 1900. 

Rev. Burdick was admitted on probation into Nebraska Conference 
in 1878. The following year transferred to Northwest Iowa Conference, 
and admitted into full connecion in 1880. In 1884, he came to South 
Dakota, as a missionary, and afterwards became a charter member of the 
Dakota Conference. From 1885 to 1888 he was left without appointment 
to attend school at Evanston, Illinois. From 1889 to 1892 he served the 
Aberdeen District as Presiding Elder, but at the end of the term was 
obliged to give up the district on account of failing strength. 

At two different times in his ministerial career he was compelled 
to take a superannuated relation on account of his health. Finally, in 
1898, he was compelled to give up the work entirely, and ask for a 
superannuated relation. The same fall he moved his family to Uni- 
versity Place, Nebraska, where he resided until his death. 

He left his family evidence that he was fully prepared to go, saying 
to his physician the night before his departure, that he wanted him 
to tell everybody that he had no preparation to make on his sickbed, 
but that he had attended to that long before. 

Brother Burdick was a good man in the fullest sense of the word. 
He was a faithful preacher, a successful pastor and a Christian gentle- 
man. His wife and son survive. 



Rev. Dawson Barker. 

Rev. Dawson Barker was born in Yorkshire, England, July 22, 18.39. 
Died, February 16, 1900, at Asbury Hospital, Minneapolis, Minnesota. 
He came to Canada with his parents and entered the ministry at the 
age of twenty-four. Two years later he married Miss Anna Gee. Four 
children were born to them, one of whom. Miss Nellie, is still living. 

In 188.3, Brother Barker and his family came to South Dakota on 
account of his health, where they have since resided. Though Brother 
Barker never united with our Conference, yet his zeal for the interest 
of our Church and the cause of Christ, was untiring. He was jios 
sessed of that catholic spirit which made him much beloved by people 
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of all denominations, and had that kindly interest in all with whom he 
came in contact, which made him a general favorite and opened the 
way for effective Christian work. 

His last illness was of such a nature that it required surgical aid, 
but it was found that no human aid could relieve him, and after several 
weeks of great suffering, he was called to his heavenly home, where, 
“there shall be no more death, neither sorrow nor crying; neither shall 
there be any pain.” 

He was much beloved by his people, wherever he labored, and all 
who knew him felt that he was truly a man of God. A large number of 
friends followed his remains to their last resting place in the Hitchcock 
cemetery. Many kind frinds unite in extending their heartfelt sym- 
pathy to the bereaved family. 



Mrs. W. H. Jordan. 

Cordelia Ann Scoble was born Nov. 29, 1855, at Shullsburg, Wis- 
consin. She was early led to accejjt the Savior’s offer and possessed to 
a remarkable degree the winning graces of the Christian life. Educated 
at the Northestern University, Evanston, Illinois, and always an ambi- 
tious student, it is not surprising that she moved in the most cultured 
circles. 

In August, 1882, she was married to W. H. Jordan and lived con- 
stantly in a world with her husband interested as she was in all his 
studies and ministerial service. Our sister loved the work of the 
ministry. For a brief period their home was established in Indianola, 
Iowa, the seat of Simpson College, where Brother Jordan served as a 
member of the faculty. In 1885 she moved with her husband to this 
state. At the session of our Conference that fall Dr. Jordan was ap- 
pointed to Milbank. Here they spent four delightful years. At the 
Conference of 1889, her husband was made Presiding Elder of the Sioux 
Falls District and the family moved to the city of Sioux Falls.

During this period 
many of us know that she made her home like a section of Heaven, 
bright and restful for her husband and the many friends who enjoyed 
the hospitality of this great hearted couple. 

Siste^ Jordan was an ideal mother. Her Sabbaths with the family 
were especially beautiful. She made this the best and happiest day of 
the week for all the children. Music, interesting reading, charming 
stories, services of the sanctuary and sweet little heart talks made the 
day sacred and enjoyable. 
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Our sister leaves to mourn her loss a husband and seven children, 
and a host of friends as wide as her acquaintance. Letters of condolence 
have reached Brother Jordan from far away mission fields and from 
many states of the Union where her friends and old classmates are livinj^. 
Though most capable and with rare literary taste, Sister Jordan was 
pre-eminently a home woman. With the interest of a large family upon 
her heart and corresponding burdens, she always had leisure for her 
friends. The writer has known her since 188.3 and visited her home 
many times but never met her when she was not cheerful, always think- 
ing more of others than of herself. God be praised that such selfiess, 
beautiful lives can be lived in this world. The funeral services were 
conducted by Dr. Dobson at Sioux Falls, where many gathered as 
sincere mourners. The body was taken to her childhood home for 
interment. The Master could say of her “She hath done what she
